A Caustic Criticism on the President's 
New Policy. 


The Pine Tree Statesman Pleads for 
| the Poor Man’s Pipe, 


But Pleads for an Everlasting Tax on Whisky— 
The Removal of the Daty on Wool be-

New York, Dec. 7.— [By the Associated 
Press.| The Tribune tomorrow will con- 
tain a long interview with Hon. James G. 
Blaine on President Cleveland’s message. 
He says: 

“I have been reading an abstract of the 
President’s message and have been espec- 
lally interested in the comments of the 
London papers. Those papers all assume 
to declare that the message is a free trade 
manifesto, and evidently are aaticipating 
an enlarged market for English fabrics in 
the United States as a consequence of the 
President’s recommendations. Perhaps 
that fact stamped the character of the mes- 
sage more clearly than any words can.”’ 

ou don’t mean actual free trade, with- 
out duty?” queried the er. 

“No,” replied Blaine; nor do the Lon- 
don papers mean that; they simply mean 
that the President has recommended what 
in the United States is known as a revenue 
tariff rejecting the protective feature as an 
object, and not even permitting protection 
2 result freely as an incident to revenue 


1 don’t know that I quite comprehend 
rhat last part, said the re 1 

“I mean,” said Blaine, that for the first 
time in the history of the United Statesa 
dent recommends retaining an inter- 
nal tax in order that tariff may be foreed 
down even below a fair revenue standard. 
He recommends that the tax on tobacco be 
retained, and thus that many millions an- 
nually shall be levied on domestic products 
which would far better come from a tariff 
on foreiga fabrics,” 


THE TOBACCO TAX. 
“Then do you mean to imply that you 
would favor a repeal of the tobacco tax?” 
“Certainly, I mean just that,” said Mr. 
Blaine. “I should urge that it be done at 
once, even before the Christmas holidays. 
It would in the first place bring great relief 
to the growers of tobacco all over the coun- 
try, and would moreovgr materially lessen 
the price of the article to consumérs. To- 
bacco to millions of men is a necessity. The 
President calls it a luxury. It is well to 
remember that the luxury of yesterday be- 
comes a necessity 1 Watch the hum- 
ber of men at work on the farm, in the coal- 
mines, along the railroads, in the iron 
foundries, or in any calling, and you will 
find ninety-five of 100 chewing while they 
work. After each meal the same propor- 
tion seek solace in a pipe or cigar. 

“These men not only pay millions in to- 
bacco tax, but pay an enhanced price, 
which price the tax enables manufacturer 
and retailers toimpose. The only-excuse 
for such a tax is the actual necessity under 
which the Government found itself during 
the war and the years immediately follow- 
ing. To retaim the tax now in order to de- 
stroy the protection, which would inciden- 
tally follow from raising the same amount 
of money on foreign imports, is a 
most extraordinary policy for our 
Government.” 

IN FAVOR OF TAXING WHISKY. 
“Well, then, Mr. Blaine, would you ad- 
vise a repeal of the whisky tax?“ 

“No, Lwould not. Other considerations 
than these, financial ones, are to be taken 
regard to whisky, 
there is a moral side to it; tocheapen 
whisky is to increase the consumption 
enormousiy. There would be no sense in 
urging a reform wrought by biga license in 
many States if the National Government 
good effect by makin 
whisky within the reach of every one at 
cents a gallon. It would destro —— 
license at once in all States. hisky 
as done a vast deal of harm 
in the United States. I would try to make 
it do some good. I would use the tax to 
fortify our cities on the seaboard. In view 
of the powerful letter addressed to the 
Democratic party on the * of fortifica- 
tions by Samuel J. Tilden, in 1885, I am 
amazed that no attention has been paid to 
the subject by the Democratic Administra- 
tion. Never in the history of the world has 
any government allowed great cities on the 
rd to remain defenseless.”

mon STATEMENT or THE 
PRESENT IMBKOGLIO. 


‘The Sailors Claim to Want Only 
Their Rights—Some Tough Alic- 
nations About the Shipowners and 
Their Agents. 


V. Hoffmeyer, chairman Advisory 
Committee dt the Coast Seamen’s 
Union, publishes in the Examiner the 
following on the seamen’s side of the 
controversy: 
As the Examiter is doing so much to 
advance the material welfare of the 
State, and as the present troubles be- 
tween the Coast Seamen and the agents 
of the Ship-owners’ Association threaten 
to ripen into something more serious, 
I respectfully request space in your 
columns fur the fowolling statement. 
All the facts herein mentioned can be 
-Corroborated by letters and documents 
now ou file in our office, as Well as by 
other incontrovertible proofs: 
In the summer of 1886 the Coast Sea- 
men's Union appa inted a committeee 
tor the purpose of arranging with the 
. Ship-owners a scandard ot W on 
this coast to be uniform throughout 
the. year. Some few of the ners 
declared themselves ready to make an 
agreement. But the stranded 
on the resistance of others, and finally 
it was declared by the ship-owners that 
with regard to wages they would be

In proof of this, the sworn testimony 
of Mr. Car enter, shipping master of 
tue Ship-Owners’ Association, given

wages to fall Goring the winter months.

The unusual activity in building in 

Southern California, and the general 
boom in business all over the Staie 
have transformed this usually dul 
season. Whereas vessels were formerly 
laid up inw for want of freight, 
we find that now craft are constant! 
. added to ‘the toasting fleet, an 

emand for lumber being greater 
than the supply has raised the price of 
freights to an unusually high figure. 
Seven dollars and a half per 1000 
feet of lumber is now being paid be- 
tween Eureka and San Pedro, against 
$14.50 in August, 1886, while coal 
freights have been n from 

25 to $2.75 during the same period. 

Aud while the Guide of Thursday re- 
cords 360 vessels now 1 in the 
lu nber trade, on the 26th of Septem- 
der it recorded only 354, While at this 
date last year it recorded but 256, a 
gain of over 40 per cent. 
The owners of lumber mills up th 
coast, foreseeing this heavy deman 
for lumber, formed a syndicate last 
summer, pledgin themselves not to 
undersell each other, and refusing to 
selllumber below a certain fixed high 
rate, thus forming a pool similar to t 
great eastern monopoly known as the 

‘coal trust.“ By this united action 
they did the very thing which they are 
now = to prevent the seamen 
from doing; that is, joining forces to 
promote t eir common interests. A 
recent press dispatch from Eureka 
states that the syndicate will not fur- 
nish lumber to any vessel the captain 
of which ships a crew through the 
union office or pays more than per 
month wages. 

Frank E. Prebble of this city is the 
secretary both of this syndicate and of 
the Ship-owners’ Association, and Ed- 
ward H. Carpenter is the shipping 
master of that association. Through 
the instrumentality of these men the 
Ship-owners’ Association has appointed 
as agents at San Pedro and Eureka 
men who are 8 obnoxious to 
the seamen. In proof of this it is only 
necessary to point to the facts that Mr. 
Carpenter was formerly a member of 
the Coast Seamen’s Union, and was 
forced to resign his membership-on ac- 
count of certain transactions, and that 
he himself, in the presence of several 
witnesses, and during the investiga- 
tion before Commissioner Tobin last 
July, declared that while a member of 
the Coast Seameu's Union he was in 
the employ of a detective . 

In further proof we quote a 
letter dated San Pedro, vember 12th, 
and addréssed to Andrew Furuseth, 
secretary of the Coast Seamen’s Union, 
and which is now on file at his office 
in this city. The writer says: On 
the morning when we went up on the 
train to Los Angeles, for the trial, I

Riotings which never took | reams — 
reported from San Pedro in dispatches 
which were published throughout the 
State. Innocent men were illegally 
arrested both in San Pedro and Eu- 
reka, when the courts had to release 
them again after a short hearing, no 
evidence whatever being produced 
against them. 

Men were clandestinely and illégally 
stolen from deepwater vessels, huddled 
like prisoners on board of steamers or 
on special trains, and transferred by 
means of tugboats to the various ves- 
sels at E and San Pedro on which 
they were to be shipped. 

A rumor was spread that the south- 
ern ports were to be boycotted by the 
Association. and the 
Trade of Los Angeles and 
other mercantile were induced 
to take action on this unfounded 
canard. 

It rests with the ship-owners to 
duce a good feeling between themselves 
and their sailors by doing away with 
all middlemen. The Coast Seamen’s 
Union has always been willing to re- 
strain and punish any attempt at vio- 
lence on the part of its members. As 


J proof of this it may be stated that 


dispatches were received from San 
Diego on Thursday 

of the union, stating that an 
outrage had been committed b 
irritated seamen on the British 
ship Darra, lying at that port. A tele- 
gram was ‘immediately sent from the 
Coast Seamen’s Union in this city to 
relieve the agent of the union at San 
Diego from his position, pending an 
investigation. Yesterday’s train to San 
Diego carried the t pro tem. and 
several officers from headquarters for 
the purpose of im nediately instituting 
an inqury. 

In conclusion it may be well to sug- 
gest that it would be advisable for the 
ship-owners to carefully watch the 
actions of their secretary and shipping 
master in San Francisco, and of their 
agents in various ports, into — 
irresponsible hands they have placed 
the management of such immense in- 
terests, which concern the mercantile 
welfare of the whole coast.

Blaine has ex- 
pressed no desire to have the conven- 
tion in any particular place and will 
not du so. There is a feeling, however, 
among many of Mr. Zlaine's friends 
and su forse that perhaps his intér- 
est wil better served if the conven- 
tion were held in a certain locality.” 
Do you mean Chicago?“ 
„Well, not far from Chicago.“ 
„Are the wishes of Mr. Blaine's 8 
friends likely to control the National 
Committee?” 
Ido not think the National Com- 
mittee will consider the interests of 
any candidate in selecting the placè for 
our next convention. We will be gov- 
erned entirely by what is best for the 
party in our judgment.”’ 
“Is Mr. Blaine a candidate for re- 
nomination ?”’ 
1 don’t think he would decline the 
renomination, but he is not in a posi- 
tion to make a fight for it. Mr. Blaine 
made the contest for the nomination 
in 1876 and in 1880. In 1884 he was 
again a candidate and won, but was 
defeated at the polls. He feels that if 
he runs again the nomination must 
come to him without a struggle. I have 
no doubt that Blaine would feel highly 
complimented to receive the unani- 
mous nomination of thé Republican 
It would be an 
expression by the party that our defeat 
in 1884 was due to other causes and not 
to Mr. Blaine. If any man can be sug- 
ested who will draw the Prohibition, 
rish, Labor, Mugwump and Anti- 
Chinese vote, I have no doubt the 
convention will nominate him unan- 
imously.“ 
But can can such a man be found?“ 
“If not, then we should take a man 
who can hold a majority of these fac- 
tions. The Mugwumps would oppose 
Blaine as they did in 1884.”
